Sanitary report from Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, November 24, 1896. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
November 21, 1896: 

There were 6 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 2; 2 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 1; 2 from smallpox, the same as in the 
foregoing week ; 6 from beriberi, an increase of 5; 1 from enteric fever, 
the same as in the foregoing week; 1 from whooping cough, none in 
the previous week; 49 from tuberculosis, an increase of 3; and 237 
from all causes, a decrease of 14. On the whole the showing is good, 
as there is an improvement in the epidemic diseases, and a decrease in 
the whole number of deaths.

VICTORIA, December 7. 
The Norwegian steamer Florida, which arrived yesterday for lumber from Japan, is 
in quarantine at Williams Head, 2 cases of smallpox having been developed on the 
voyage. No danger of the disease being communicated to the city is apprehended in 
view of the prompt and efficient action of the quarantine officials. 


CUBA. 
Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 


Under date of December 15 the United States consul at Cienfuegos 
reports that during the week ended December 15 there were in that city 
3 deaths from yellow fever and 2 from smallpox. 

Under date of December 12 the United States sanitary inspector at 
Santiago reports that during the week ended December 12 there were 
6 deaths from yellow fever. 

The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports 150 new cases 
and 55 deaths from yellow fever and 57 deaths from smallpox during 
the week ended December 17. 

Under date of December 12 the United States consul at Cardenas 
reports that during the week ended December 12 there were in that city 
30 cases of yellow fever, of which 5 were fatal, and 4 cases of smallpox, 
and 20 cases of typhus. 

The United States consul at Matanzas reports that there were 7 
deaths from yellow fever in Matanzas during the week ended Decem- 
ber 9. 

HABANA, CUBA, December 19, 1896. 

Str: From the following mortuary report, which I have the honor of 
forwarding you to-day, it will be seen that nearly all spreading diseases 
here have somewhat diminished during the last few days, except small- 
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pox, which disease has increased very much, there having been 57 
deaths from it in the last week, while in the week anterior there were 
only 30. Although yellow fever has diminished a little, the mortality 
from it has been only 20 per cent less than the week before. 

Mortuary report: During the week ended December 17 there were 
306 deaths in this city, 55 of which were caused .by yellow fever, with 
approximately 150 new cases ; 57 were caused by smallpox, with 500 
new cases, approximately; 12 were caused by enteric fever, 9 by so- 
called pernicious fever, 4 by paludal fever, 5 by dysentery, 13 by 
enteritis, 3 by pneumonia, and 34 by tuberculosis. 

Fifty-two of the 55 deaths from yellow fever during the week were 
among Spanish soldiers in the military hospitals of the city, while the 
remaining 3 were in civil life. All of the 57 deaths from smallpox 
were among civilians of the poorer class. The mild northerly winds, 
which have been prevailing for the last three or four days, usually cause 
a diminution of yellow fever here.

JAPAN, 
Report of infectious diseases. 


YOKOHAMA, November 24, 1896. 

Sir: In forwarding herewith my usual report of infectious diseases 
in Japan, I regret my continued inability to obtain any reliable statis- 
tics as to the cholera in Tokyo. So far as I am able to judge, the epi- 
demic, which has at no time been extensive, is now decreasing. 

With regard to Yokohama I have learned of no case of cholera dur- 
ing the period covered by this present report, viz, November 16 to 23, 
inclusive. 

The official reports of the plague in Taipeh, Formosa, give, for the 
week before last, 29 cases with 20 deaths. 

Smallpox is unusually prevalent and fatal this season in many parts 
of the empire, probably from the use of a certain amount of worthless 
virus during the past few years under a system which practically abro- 
gated any efficient governmental control of the vaccine farms. This 
error of administration has been recently corrected, but the country is 
now suffering its consequences.

Smallpox in Hiogo. 


H1o0Go, JAPAN, November 21, 1896. 

Sirk: Confirming my cable of this date announcing the prevalence of 
smallpox, which cablegram reads as follows: ‘‘Smallpox, Connelly,’’ I 
have the honor to state that the number of cases reported daily have 
been on the increase since the first of the current month. The Japanese 
sanitary reports daily received at this consulate return 230 cases and 130 
deaths during the past fourteen days, and I sincerely regret having to 
report in addition thereto 4 cases and 2 deaths among foreigners and 
sailors. 

I shall at once notify his excellency the United States envoy extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary at Tokio, the United States consul- 
general at Yokohama, and the United States consul at Nagasaki of my 
action, and of the fact that the United States quarantine regulations will 
be enforced at this port during the continuance of the epidemic. 
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Inclosed herewith are respectfully transmitted, marked inclosures I, IT, 
and III, respectively, copies of communications from the governor of 
Hiogo Ken, and from Drs. Thornicraft, Miller, and Graham, resident 
foreign physicians, relating to the prevalence of smallpox at this port 
city of Hiogo (Kobe).

Report of the U. 8. Sanitary Commissioner. 
[Report No. 164.] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, December 2, 1896. 
Srr: I have written in my previous reports that there are different 
epidemics which prevail in Constantinople. According to the official 
reports, the number of deaths from zymotic diseases, registered from 
the 16th to the 30th of last November in the bureau of mortality of 








~- 
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this city, is as follows: There were 451 deaths during the above-men- 
tioned fortnight. Of these, 17 were from smallpox, 15 from diph- 
theria, 13 from scarlet fever, 13 from measles, and 6 from typhoid 
fever. AsI have already reported, the scarlet fever epidemic is very 
mild; there were only 15 searlet fever deaths. This namber does not 
represent 1 per 500 of the existing scarlet fever cases. There area 
great many cases of nephritis, which are due to scarlet fever cases. 
There are also many cases of influenza, but their number is not large 
enough to be able to say that an influenza epidemic exists. The influ- 
enza cases are also very light. 

At the sitting of the international sanitary commission of the 24th 
of last November, the English sanitary commissioner invited the 
above-mentioned commission to allow the entrance of a pack of old 
clothes forwarded from England to a lady here in order to distribute 
them to the victims of the last massacres. The above-mentioned pack 
has been stopped at the custom house on account of a decision of the 
international sanitary commission issued when cholera was raging in 
Austria. According to this decision old clothes were not allowed to 
eater Constantinople. At the invitation of the English sanitary com- 
missioner, the undersigned, United States sanitary representative, has 
proposed to decide that old clothes forwarded from England or any 
other place should be allowed to enter the city after they have been 
disinfected in the disinfecting furnace. 

I have been very much surprised indeed to see that, in consequence of 
the United States commissioner’s proposition, a discussion took place 
curing which many opinions were expressed in favor of or against 
the disinfection. Among the different arguments the English sanitary 
commissioner used, in order to allow the entrance of the old clothes 
without being previously disinfected, was that the old clothes forwarded 
from America to the American Bible House here for the same purpose 
have not been stopped at the custom house nor disinfected. Therefore, 
the English commissioner adds, why should the English old clothes be 
disinfected? This discussion lasted more than one hour and as a con- 
sequence of it a vote took place in which it was shown that half of the 
members were in favor of my proposition and half against it. The 
president having himself a double vote has decided the question against 
the disinfection. The old clothes then will hereafter be imported with- 
out being previously disinfected. I report this fact in order to show 
how the different hygienic questions are treated in the international 
sanitary commission. I have the honor to forward to the Department 
a copy in French of a tezkeré, communicated to the international sani- 
tary commission, referring to the proposition of the Russian sanitary 
representative to inspect the prisons of Constantinople. I forward also 
the communication of the French sanitary commissioner protesting 
against the way of thinking of the Ottoman government. I have also 
the honor to forward a copy of the regulations concerning the pilgrimage 
of 1897, and a copy of the new regulations concerning ships or passen- 
gers coming from places where bubonic plague exists.

STATISTICAL REPORTS. 


CuBA—Manzanillo.—Two weeks ended November 30, 1896. Esti- 
mated population, 14,000. Total deaths, 49, including yellow fever, 1, 
and enteric fever, 5. 

FRANCE— Nantes.—Month of November, 1896. Estimated popula- 
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tion, 125,757. Total deaths, 251, including enteric fever, 5, and diph- 
theria, 2. 

GREAT BRiITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended December 5, 
correspond to an annual rate of 19.4 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 10,846,971. The highest rate was recorded 
in Swansea, viz, 28.0, and the lowest in West Ham, viz, 12.4 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand six hundred and four deaths were registered 
during the week, including measles, 17 ; scarlet fever, 26; diphtheria, 
60; whooping cough, 18; enteric fever, 9, and diarrhea and dysentery, 
7. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 18.9 a 
thousand. In greater London 2,082 deaths were registered, correspond- 
ing to an annual rate of 17.6 a thousand of the population. In the 
‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 13 from diphtheria, 4 from measles, 
11 from whooping cough, and 2 from scarlet fever. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 5 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 26.3 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Newry, viz, 4.0, and the highest in Galway, viz, 
30.2 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 198 deaths were registered, 
including scarlet fever, 4; enteric fever, 4; whooping cough, 7, and 
typhus fever, 1. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended December 5 correspond to an annual rate of 14.3.a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,518,347. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Greenock, viz, 12.6, and the highest in Perth, viz, 23.9 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes, 
was 418, including scarlet fever, 4; diphtheria, 2; measles, 26, and 
whooping cough, 7. 

WEstT INDIES—Guadeloupe.—Two weeks ended November 13, 1896. 
Estimated population, 18,500. Total deaths 22. No deaths from con- 
tagious diseases.
